A four-stage Scout rocket will lift­ 
off from Vandenberg AFB at 4:40 
a.m. tomorrow shoving a German 
satellite into orbit to find out what 
takes place in the upper layers of 
Earth’s atmosphere. 
The purpose of the project is to 
create a model of the ionosphere 
from 
which 
upper 
atmospheric 
conditions can be predicted. 
Detailed 
knowledge 
ol 
the 
ionosphere (the second-layer of the 
atmosphere, approximately from 50 
to 250 miles from the surface of the 
earth) is important to the field of 
radio communications, which is 
greatly 
affected 
by 
ionospheric 
disturbances. 
Aeronomy 
is the 
study 
of 
chemical and physical phenomena 
in the upper atmosphere. 
AEROS, 
an 
acronym 
for 
aeronomy, is a cooperative project 
between the Federal Republic of 
Germany 
and 
the 
National 
Aeronautics 
and 
Space 
Agency 
(NASA). 
The program was initiated in 
June, 
1969 
and 
AEROS-A 
was 
launched by NASA in December, 
1972. This flight, AEROS-B, will 
carry five experiments — four 
German 
and 
one 
for 
NASA. 
The 280-pound spacecraft will be 
placed into a nearly polar orbit with 
an apogee (the point in orbit of the 
satellite which is furthest from the 
earth) as high as 560 miles and a 
perigee (the point in orbit of the 
satellite which is nearest from the 
earth) as low as 140 miles in order to 
test the ionosphere at various levels. 
Vernier 
engines, 
used 
for 
correcting the heading and velocity 


of a long-range ballistic missile, will 
be used to correct any such errors 
that might occur during orbit 
The four German experiments 
are: 
A mass spectrometer (an optical 
device for measuring wavelengths) 
to study the chemical composition of 
the atmosphere and ionosphere, a 
retarding potential analyzer (which 
indicates the direction of vibrations 
of light) to determine electron 
energy 
distribution 
and 
ion 
temperature, an impedance probe to 
measure electron density and an 
extreme ultraviolet spectrometer to 
measure the intensity of solar 
radiation. 
A special attitude control system 
of AEROS will insure that the spin- 
stabilized spacecraft will always 
point at the sun during orbit. 
As the AEROS dips into the upper 
atmosphere (at the far points of its 
orbit), residual air friction will 
lower the perigee and the apogee. 
Some 130 days after the spacecraft 
is placed into orbit, perigee is 
expected to decrease to about 135 
miles and the apogee to about 440 
miles. 
At that time the vernier engines 
may be fired to increase the apogee. 
Launch service will be provided 
by the Vought Systems Division, 
LTV Aerospace Corp. with Air 
Force 6595 STG at Vandenberg 
acting as the launch agency. 
They will be supported by the 
Kennedy Space Center’s Western 
Launch Operations Division, South 
Vandenberg in cooperation with the 
Lanley Research Center, Hampton,

ordinance 
regarding the posting of fuel 
price 
signs 
in 
gasoline 
service 
stations 
will 
be 
introduced 
before 
the 
Lompoc 
City 
Council 
Tuesday night. 
The 
ordinance 
was 
developed by the fuel price 
posting committee that was 
set up by the Council on May 
21. 
The 
meeting will 
take 
place 
in 
the 
council 
chambers on 119 E. Walnut 
Ave. at 7:30 p m. 
The 
special 
committee 
has met seven times 
to 
discuss the mandatory and- 
or voluntary posting of fuel 
prices at Lompoc service 
stations. The first part of 
the proposed ordinance is a 
voluntary program where 
station operators would be 
requested, not required, to 
post prices. 
The voluntary program 
also requests operators to 
remove any fuel price sign 
which does not accurately 
state the actual price per 
gallon on any fuel. 
The mandatory part of the 
program would become a 
reality upon a decision by 
the council, after a public 
hearing, 
that there is a 
situation in the oil industry 
causing 
desperate 
retail 
fuel price fluctuations. 
If that were the case, then 
the only difference would be 
the changing of the word 
“ request” to “ shall” in both 
the posting of prices and the 
removal of inaccurate fuel 
price signs. 
The 
special 
committee 
was to have proposed an 
ordinance a month ago but 
requested an additional 30 
days-at that time to study 
other courses of possible 
action. 


Since its first meeting on 
June 3 the committee has 
considered

dial-a-price 
phone number, taking no 
action, introduction of an 
ordinance with a time limit 
and the establishment of a 
consumer’s advisory group

Resignation with honor 


‘ Resignation with honor” may go down 
in the history books along with “ peace 
with honor” if we continue down the 
impeachment path we are now on. 
It is a foregone conclusion, even between 
President Nixon and his lawyer, that the 
House Judiciary Committee will vote for 
his 
im peachm ent. 
The 
House 
of 
Representatives 
will 
then 
have 
the 
unwanted task of deciding whether or not 
the 
evidence 
gathered 
by 
their 
investigative committee is sufficiently 
convincing 
or 
damning 
to 
have 
an 
impeachment trial before the Senate. 
Some say the votes for impeachment are 
there in the House. Others, with equally 
impressive credentials, say not. With 
more than a few of the representatives up 
for re-election in November, it becomes 
very much a political question and no one 
can answer with any degree of surety. 
If the House does, in fact, vote for 
impeachment, it is extremely doubtful 
that the Senate would find the president 
guilty by a 2-3 vote. The numbers in the 
Senate are in the President’s favor, if for 
no other reason than simply because he is 
President. But even a close vote, which is 
likely, would throw the government into 
turmoil. Then you would have a situation 
in which the House of Representatives 
voted for impeachment, and a majority of 
the Senate agreed, though not the 2-3 
needed. To say the President would be a

lame duck is to understate the situation. 
So, what is the answer for not only 
Nixon, but for the country? Resignation 
with honor He can handle it one of several 
ways. 
The trickiest way for Nixon to go would 
be a promise of resignation in exchange 
for being found not guilty by either the 
House or Senate. How could this be done? 
It would probably not be too difficult for 
the 
President 
to 
meet 
with 
several 
Representatives or Senators before the 
vote for either impeachment or guilt was 
taken and promise, in exchange for their 
support, his own resignation at some later 
date. This would seem to be the most 
logical and beneficial move. 


Another avenue of escape might be, 
depending entirely upon the course of 
progressing investigations, that he resign 
in 
exchange 
for 
im m unity 
from 
prosecution as a civilian. Only the tapes 
and the special prosecutor’s office could 
shed any light on this possibility. 


Finally, he could simply resign, and be 
done with the whole matter. 


In any 
eventuality, 
the 
President’s 
resignation seem s to be the only way out 
for him and for the country. Too much has 
come out now to let it slide by as a 
“ politics as usual.” And if his resignation 
is a “ resignation with honor,” then so be 
it. 


Colson-Nixon and the CIA 


Nobody knows quite what to make 
of the rather blurry story told by 
Charles 
Colson 
to 
a 
private 
investigator 
in 
Washington, 
the 
purpose of which was to introduce 
into the Watergate saga an entirely 
new 
dim ension, 
nam ely 
the 
perfidious 
m ilitary-intelligence 
complex 
which 
had 
made 
the 
President a prisoner. It is the 
tendency of most people, and quite 
rightly, to denounce the story as 
piffle, coming from a man whose 
credibility 
is 
to 
say 
the 
least 
suspect. But there is more than that. 
For one thing, 
we do not have any 
idea whv 
Charles 
Colson should just 
make up a story of 
this kind. 
There is also the 
amusing 
turn, re­ 
quired of those who 
have constructed a 
theology 
(alas, in 
most cases 
their only theology) around their 
distrust of Nixon. If the CIA and the 
Pentagon were really at war with 
Nixon, how should an American 
liberal react? He can’t take Nixon’s 
side, for the obvious reasons; and to 
take the side of the CIA or the 
Pentagon might get him named on 
the Friends of the Military Complex 
list in the next production of Seven 
Days in May. 
Joseph Kraft is so upset by it all 
that he 
has asked conservative 
thinkers to straighten it out for him. 
But he did not so far lose control of 
himself as to refer to us as just that: 
he 
referred 
to 
conservative 
“ thinkers.” 
He 
doesn’t 
want 
anybody to think that he thinks that 
conservatives 
think. 
They 
just 
“ think.” 
Well, permit me to shed a little 
light. 
Every organization in Washington 
is 
to 
a 
substantial 
extent 
a 
bureaucracy. Every bureaucracy is 
to a substantial extent dominated by 
an ethos. That ethos is, in almost all 
cases, something that is brewed in 
the 
E astern 
seaboard 
liberal 
establishment. We are talking — 
understand — about very bright 
people, and very patriotic people. 
But they are much more interested 
by, and influenced by, the books of, 
say, John Kenneth Galbraith and the 
editorials of the Washington Post, 
than they are by the books of, say, 
Milton Friedman and the editorials 
of the Wall Street Journal. 
When Richard Nixon took over as 


President of the United States he did 
not find — as the schematics would 
suggest — that he was in actual, 
effective control of national policy. 
And his experience wasn’t all that 
unique. Harry Truman used to say 
that 
to 
get a 
decision of 
his 
translated into policy practically 
required public executions. Lyndon 
Johnson once said that the only thing 
he could absolutely accomplish was 
a nuclear war. 
The CIA is full of factions — 
what’s so strange about that? And 
one of these was — is — what one 
might call the pacifist-progressivist 
faction. The kind of people who utter 
phrases like, “ taking chances for 
peace.” They have brothers in the 
Pentagon too, by the way. It is a 
canard that every member of the 
military desires that he and his 
family be consumed by a nuclear 
blast. 
And of course there is intrigue. 
There is necessarily more intrigue 
in a secret organization than a non- 
secret organization. A fine writer 
recently wrote a huge book about 
intrigues within the 
New York 
Times, which publishes a million 
words 
a 
day 
or 
thereabouts, 
available for a few pennies. The CIA 
publishes nothing about itself, and 
this 
necessarily 
inflam es 
the 
intriguers. 
Some of the intriguers, in 1969, 
were having thoughts about Soviet 
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‘Make it snappy, will ya, buddy! We’re try in' to do your 
Europe in two-and-a-half weeks!”

intentions, about Soviet ballistic 
capability, about the Chinese role in 
Vietnam, which appeared to certain 
of

Perhaps 50,000 years ago, and 
probably

Five years ago this Saturday, the 
moon was ours, at least for a few 
hours. 
Michael Collins piloted the Apollo 
11 command ship in lunar orbit as 
Neil Armstrong and Buzz Aldrin 
gingerly stepped 
onto the grey 
powdery 
dust 
of 
another 
age. 
Armstrong called it one small step 
for a man and a giant one for 
mankind. 
It was. 
Three 
quarter 
of 
a 
billion 
earthbouna humans watched the 
spectacle, awestruck. The cosmic 
viewpoint revealed by the mission 
was no less awesome. As pointed out 
by poet Archibald MacLeish, though 
man had lived on earth, had his nose 
rubbed in it and been buried in it, the 
Apollo series for the first time 


allowed him to SE E it. It was a 
watershed in conscience as well as 
technology. 
The scene back on earth on 
July 20, 1969, had shifted greatly 
since the days when Leonardo had 
had to write backwards to keep his 
musings 
on 
flight 
from 
being 
discovered. But things had also 
changed very little. Man’s original 
and 
m ost 
immense 
problem, 
governing himself, was as puzzling 
as ever. There was war, pestilence, 
poverty. 
But, again, these hard, earth- 
bound realities only sharpened the 
taste for the cosmic, at least among 
that sm all circle of men and women 
in whom the capacity for wonder 
and 
imagination 
surpassed 
the 
popular malaise of the public at 
large. 
It could be that western man is at 
bottom a bit like a boy, more turned 
on by the little handful at the top of 
the tree than by all of the easy 
apples littering the ground. Why 
else did he sail West? 
It could also be that, like Leif 
Erikson and Erick the Red, the 
Apollo navigators will be widely 
separated from the heyday of the 
exploits they began by a shadowy 
period of economic debility and 
social self-consciousness — that the 
moon flights may for a while be 
remembered (like the early mail 
biplanes) more as a curiosity of a 
particular decade than a vanguard 
of something that will change things 
forever. 
Yet, the top of the tree will 
remain and western men, it seems 
safe to bet, will hunger for it 
whatever the social duress. And, as 
it was with the Greek astronomers, 
Copernicus and the others, history 
will 
one 
day 
view 
the 
Apollo 
conquest as a prominent marker in 
an ancient and continuing human 
itch and tradition. 
It was the time we were able to 
venture forth from our mother 
planet, some 50,000 years after 
waking up there and squinting at the 
sky. 


eyebrows among many of those 
questioned.

Thomas Johnson of Maryland on 
charges of receiving a bribe for 
giving a speech on the House floor 
was 
also 
overturned 
on 
these 
constitutional grounds.
